“Jt strikes us that the height of political effron- 
tery and hypocracy waa reached when official 
whiggory, of the bitterest, bluest dye, conceryed 
the idea of opposing the orgauizution of the Oro- 
Bon Domo cracy ” 


We find the above in the Statesman of 
last week. We have yet to learn of the 
¿mterferenco of any officials in this mat- 
ter, o that ic was opposed by any ono on 
account of paity considerations We 
had supposed that all who considered this 
subject were controlled by the effect they 
might conceive it would have upon the 
Territory We had hoped that all, in 
deciding upon this matter, would study 
the interest of the country, and none be 
guided to any conclusion 1n the premises, 
by party predelictions or its e\pected m- 
fluence upon them It seems, howevel, 
that the Statesman 1s disposed to accuse 
others of being governed by selfish motives 
and hypocrisy The uniform course of 
the Spectator, ın opposing this measure, 
speaks for itself, and requires no comment 
One of the journals at Portland, although 
at lts commencement ıt declared its faith 
in whig principles, it as plainly stated its 
belief that it was not for the best interosts 
of the Territory to organize the parties, 
and has since uniformly opposed™ the 
drawing of party les The other jour 
nal in that city, Democratic, has been 
equally uniform, but in favor of 1mme- 
diate organization. The Demociatie Jour- 
nal of this city, from its first issue, has 
been decidedly of a partisan character, 
and from the earliest discussion of ths 
question, has advocated immediate orga 
nization And yet we are told, ın the 
face of all these facts, that “official whig 
gery” has been busy drawing party lines 
as far as lay in their power We do not 
wonder at the Statesman?s evident anxiety 
to avoid the odium attached to the ad.

TREATY WITH THF Cuachaxas ĪNDIANS 
—We lemn that a few days previous to 
thedepaiture of the Superintendent of In- 
dian affairs for Washington, a treaty was 
concluded with the Clachamas Tribe of 
Indigns, in which they ceded to the Uni- 
ted States allthe land claimed by them 
The tract of land 1s a large and vatuable 
one, and include the towns of Mals aulne 
aud Oregon City, The boundaries are as 
follows Northby the Columbia Raver, 
east by the Cascade range of mountains, 
south by lands lately ceded to the United 
States by the Molalla tribe of Indians, and 
west by the Willamette River. They 
arc to receive an annuity of twenty-five 
hundred dollars for ten yeats. The pay 
ments to be in money, clothing, provis- 
ions, & Five hundied dollars of the 
annuity 1s to be paid in money They 
make no reservation of the soil, but are 
allowed the privilege of occupying their 
present locations during the lives of the 
signera of the treaty—and theu grounds 
and buildings are not to be encroached 
upon by the whites, or others, except 
as it may be necessary in the construc- 
tion of highways or bridges for the pub- 
licuse ‘They are to be held responsible 
for the acts of the individuals of then 
tribe, asisalso the Government for acts 
of white citizens

Capt. Mayne Reid, who was a lieuten. 
ant in the regiment of Now York Volun- 
teers during our war with Mexico, and 
left his country a couple of years since to 
jom inthe Hungarian struggle, has re- 
cently published in London, a lively, 
dashing narrative o1 novel, entuled “The 
Scalp Hunters, or Romantic Adventures 
in Northern Mexico” A journey acioss 
thé praines fiom St Louis to Santa Fo, 
a strugg|é"across the * Desert of Death,” 
and an expedition against one of those 
tribes of Indians who have remained un- 
conquered since the conquest of Mexico 
by Cortes, form the pr inent pictures of 
the book In the course of these, the 
hero, in camping out with a party of hun. 
ters, 13 suddenly surprised at mght by the 
rush of a herd of many thousand buffa- 
logy, careering madly along together ino 
dense body across the plain, the denoue- 
ment of which 1s thus described 

“I spiang to my feet, flinging aside my 
blanket. A fearful spectacle was before 
me. Away to the west as far as the eyo 
could reach, the pranie seemed in motion 
Black waves rolled over its undulating 
outlines as though some burning moun- 
tain was pouwmg down its lava upon the 
plains A thousand bright spots flashed 
and flitted along the moving surface like 
jets of fire. The ground shook, men 
shouted, horses 1eared upon then ropes, 
neighing wildly My dog barked and 
howled, running around me 

For a moment I thought I was diea- 
ing, but no, the scene was too 1eal to be 
mistaken for a vision. I saw the border 
of the black wave within ten paces of me, 
and still approaching Then, and not 
ull then, did I recognise the shaggy crests 
and glaring eyeballs of the buffalo 

“God of heaven! Iam in their trach ! 
Y shall be trampled to death!” 

It was too late to attempt an escape by 
runmng I seized my rifle, and fired at 
the foremost of the band The effect of 
my shot was not perceptible The water 
of the arroyo was dashed in my face. A 
huge*bull, ahead of the rest, furious and 
snorting, plunged through the stream, and 
up the slope. I was lifted and tossed high 
inthe au I was thrown rearwards, and 
fell upon a moving mass {J did not feel 
hurt nor stunned. I felt myself carned 
onward upon the backs of several am 
mals, that, inthe dense drove, ran close to- 
gether These, frightened at their strange 
burden, bellowed loudly, and dashed on 
tothe front A sudden thought struck 
me, and fixing on that which was most 
under me, I dropped my legs astude of 
him, embracing his hump, and clutching 
the long wooly hair that giew upon his 
neck. The animal “routed” with ex- 
tieme teiror, and plunging forwaid, soon 
headed the band 

This was exactly what [ wanted, and 
on we went over the prairie, the bull run-

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The First Locomotive 
” The first locomotive was seen and heard 
in 1828 upon the banks of the Lackawa 
nayat the commencement of the Railroad 
connecting the Canal of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company with their 
coal mines, Major Allen, connected so 
honorably as Chief Engineer with the 
N, Y. & Ene Railroad stood Monarch of 
the Monster, and ın a speech at Dunkirk, 
during the celebration, he said: 

“Tho orrcumstances which led to my 
being alone on the engine were these + 

The road was built inthe summer, the 
structure was of hemlock timber, and the 
rails of large dimensions, notched on to 
caps placed far apart The timber had 
cracked and warped from exposure to the 
sun. After about 500 feet of straight 
line, the road crossed the Lachawana 
Creek, ontiestle work about twenty feet 
high; and with acurve of 350 to 400 feet 
radius, The impression was very gen- 
eral that the non monster would either 
break down the road, or that it would 
leave the track at the curve, and plunge 
into the creek My reply to such appre 
hensions was, thatit was too late to con- 
sider, the probability of such occuriences, 
that there was no other course but to have 
the trial made of the strange animal, 
which had been brought there at such 
great expense; but that 1t was not neces- 
sary that more than one should be involv- 
èd in its fate, that I would take the first 

~ ride alone, and that the time would come 
when I should look back on this incident 
with great interest. 

Ag I placed my hand on the thrattle- 
valve handle, I was undecided whether I 
would move slowly, or with a fair degree 
of speed, but believing that the toad 
would prove safe, and preferring if we 
did go down, to go down „handsomely and 
without timidity, I started with consider- 
able velocity-—passed the curve over the 
étéek safely and was soon out of hear- 
ing of the cheers of the large assem- 
blage present. At the end of two or three 
miles q reversed the valves, and return- 
ed, having thus made the first Railroad 
trip-by Locomotive on the Western Hem- 
isphere.” 

The speech from which we make this 
extract is full of interesting facts It ıs 
stated, for example, that the Liverpool 
and Mancheste: Railroad was the first 
built in England for passengers and frei’t 
transportation. Seveial roads had pre- 
viously been constructed ın this counti y 
and among them the Delaware and Hud- 
son, South Carolina and Baltimore, and 
Ohio Raihoads. The idea was then in 
England that the trairs would have to be 
moved by stationaiy power, that a Loco- 
motive could not diaw more than three 
times 1ts own weight or more rapidly than 
ten miles an hour with such a burden, and 
even this idea was for atime entertained 
in the United States, May. Allen was 
the first to recommend the use of Loco- 
motive Power upon Railroads for the 
transit of passengers and freight, and his 
report was adopted by the South Carolina 
Railroad Company in whose employ he 
was —Lancaster Gazette. 


Carven’s Cave, Near St Paur, Min- 
NESOTA The Minnesota Express gives 
the following description of one of Na- 
ture’s Halls in that territory — 

“Two miles above St. Paul 1s what 2s 
commonly called Carver’s Cave. Itis a 
few rods from the river in a white sand 
stone rock at the head of a beautiful 10- 
mantic ravine Tins rock ıs about thirty 
feet high, forming three-fourths of a cn- 
cle, and is crowned with grass and tices. 
Tn this rock isacave about 30 ft wide, and 
20 fect high, and from the white sand 
floor flows a beautiful crystal stream — 
The cave is so large that you can walk 
erect in it for 30 or 40 yards, when sud- 
denly you find yourself in a 100m more 
beautiful than could be made with all the 
weulth of Astor. Itig circular, about 15 
feet-in diameter, and 13 just high enough 
fot the greatest beauty. Its floor, and 
dale and ceiling are formed of the al 
most show-white rock, In its centre 18 a 
large yase—smooth and white, and pol- 
bhed as marble, three or four feet in dir- 
ameter, and about a foot in depth, into 
which the water falls about twa feet, fill- 
ing the: róom ceaselessly With delicious 
music.
